PREVENTS KING | 
DECLARING WAR 


ROME, May 30.—The government 
has presented to parliament a Dill 


ing the declaration of war and the 
conclusion of treaties. The bill stip- 
ulates that the government would not 
have the power to declare war with- 
out previous consent by ‘both cham- 
bers of parliament, ulthough it would 


be permitted to retain the power to 
take urgefit measures for defense. 

Every treaty or international agree. 
ment, according to the bill, must be 
communicated to both chambers, pro- 
vided the interests or the safety of 
the state are not in danger. All treaties 
of alliance, arbitration, peace or com- 
merce, or treaties involving expendi- 
tures or relating to the property of 
Italians abroad, or the property of 
foreigners in Italy, would be effective 
only after ratification by both cham- 
bers of parliament.

MORE ON BABY FEEDING. 

VERY baby should be breast fed, 

but it is not always possible to 
bring this about. The Boston Baby 
Hygiene association favors breast 
feeding in practically every case, and yet 
in the summer of 1919 of the 6,000 babies 
under 1 year of age being watched over 
at their stations, and by their nurses in

In this country, at least, there is a gen- 
eral agreement among physicians that 
fresh cow's milk of good quality is the 
best substitute for human milk. But 
what can be done when the household 
has no ice box and cannot afford ice? 
The answer ordinarily given is sweet- 


ened condensed milk or some one of the 


baby foods. 


In the Public Health Reports for April 
2 Dr. W. H. Price said: 

“The appearance of dry milk powder 
as & common household commodity in the 
retail shops and in possession of some 
city milk dealers suggests inquiry re- 
garding the — and usefulness of re- 
made milk.” 

In consequence, Dr. Price coiperated 
with the Boston Baby Hygtene associa- 
tion and the Boston health department 
in an investigation of dried milk as a 
food for babies. 

In all, about 105 babies were fed on 
milk made by dissolving milk powder in 
water. They were thus fed for about 
three months. They were divided into 
three groups. One group was fed nat- 
ural cow's milk, diluted according to age. 
Another group was fed milk miade by 
dissolving whole milk in water. A third 
group was fed milk made by mixing 
‘skim milk powder and unsalted butter. 

The babies of the three groups did 
ahout equally well. The babies fed on 
milk powder and water and skim milk 
powder, unsalted butter and water grew 
about as fast as the babies fed on ordi- 
nary milk. Dr. Price comes to the con- 
clusion that the use of milk powders is 
safe, also that they are-useful baby foods. 

However, milk made from milk pow- 
der should be labeled for what it is 
and should not be substituted for nat- 
ural milk in a manner to deceive the 
purchaser. The above warning relates 
to milkmen who may buy milk powder, 
mix it with water, and sell it for ordinary 
milk. 

The nurses and physicians who report- 
ed on this experiment said that in.the 
case of babies who digest natural milk 
badly the products made by dissolving 
milk powder in water or dissolving skim 
had nts of distinct advantage.
